BOOKSELLERS’ CREDITS. 
SLX MONTHS OR FOUR. 
For the Publishers’ Circular. 


T an a “constant reader” of the Pustisners’ Crrovtar, and have 
| carefully examined the resolution of the Association regarding short 
credits, the agreement made and signed by the leading publishers in New 
York, in regard to the same as well as all of the communications on the 
subject from your contributors, and I have also read your note soliciting 
further contributions, and I venture to send you this. 

| As I understand this subject, it is a project proposed by the principal 
| publishers in New York, most of whom are members of the Association. 
As I am not a member of the Association, or a New York publisher, I 
| have no right to object—plainly it is no affair of mine. If that body 
abridge or extend their credits, reduce or advance their prices, extend or 
contract other facilities, by combination or agreement, or by any other 
means, it is their affair. 

But as a Publisher and a Jobber of books, I cannot consent to that 
Association, speaking or resolving for the whole body of the trade, I 
do not mean to intimate that they have, but from the general tone given 
to the subject by their resolves and communications, I have feared that 
some misapprehension might arise in the minds of those most largely 
interested in the result of this agitation—I mean of course, in the minds 
| of our customers—the great body of book-buyers out of the large cities. 

That A. being a publisher and jobber, can determine at what time he 
| will sell his books is true, and that he has a right to do so is also true; 
| that he may combine with B. to sell only at four months is equally true 
| and lawful; but that because A. and B. do so combine, is it right or just 
that E. and F, should be compelled to join the combination? What is 
| for A., and B.’s interest, may not be for the interest of E. and F., and E, 

and F, may conclude that they can better manage their own affairs in 
their own way, than by combination. 

To my mind this subject can be reduced to one or two simple propo- 
Sitions ; 

Ist. Is it necessary that the credit should be reduced from six to four 
months ? 

2d. Is it expedient? 

If this first proposition is answered in the affirmative, the 2d falls, 
becanse, if it is necessary to the success of the publisher, it is of course 
expedient. 

As to its necessity, I will venture to assert, that a publisher who con- 
Jines his business to limits warranted by his capital, can afford to sell his 

publications on a credit of six months, and be amply remunerated for his 
labor and capital. And I will venture further to assert, that this propo- 
sition cannot be gainsayed. 

As to the expediency, | respectfully submit that six months’ time is 
little enough for a retailer of books to convert his purchases into money, 
and to pay his bills, provided he keeps up a general supply and a good 
variety of stock. 

The retailing of books is not a great business under any circumstan- 
ces; it is aa agreeableand a respectable calling, brings the bookseller into 
contact and association with the best men, and best minds, and for this 
is frequently sought, but it is not a largely money-making business, 

Now if six months is little time enough to convert purchases into 
money with an assortment of books always on hand, and even then the 
business is not largely productive, what will be the effect of a reduction 
of facilities that will certainly revolutionize the retailer’s affairs? Will 
it not drive a large number out of the business? will they not seek other 











and more profitable means of livelihood ? 
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The greatest difficulty a publisher has is to reach the public, or in 
other words, to bring his books before the eye of the purchaser, I mean 
the consumer; an increased number of booksellers always has, and al- 
ways will, increase the consumption of books. The retail bookseller is 
the avenue of the publisher to the eye of the consumer. 

Is it expedient to close up this avenue, or obstruct it in the least 
either by individual effort, or combination? Is it not wiser, rather to 
combine for the purpose of opening wider this avenue, and granting new 
facilities? I present these hastily written suggestions, and trust that 
before this important revolution in credits is finally adopted, the pub- 
lishers who have approved of the combination, will consider if it would 
not be wiser to encourage those who are selling to the consumers, to 
make the business of retailing books so profitable, that others may be 
induced to enter into it, and to assist rather than obstruct a clear passage 
for our publications to the consumer. B.

“ A New York Publisher” induces a reply from ‘ Charleston,” by 
the notice he makes of the latter’s communication in the “ Circular” of 
the 19th ult. He repudiates the idea of “a preference being shown to 
the South,” and attributes to ‘‘ Charleston” the assertion, that six 
months’ credits are to the Western dealer an “ inducement to rascality.” 
His own experience leads him to the conclusion, that there are as many 
losses in the Southern trade as in the Northern, the sales to the former 
being as one-fourth to three-fourths of the latter. 

“Charieston” makes assertions based on facts in his possession— 
Lerrers, which speak of the availability of Southern paper, over North- 
ern and Northwestern, prompted the assertion, that “‘a preference was 
shown to the South.” 
his authority for the expression, ‘* inducement to rascality” (which letter, 
by-the-way, may be considered of doubtful Western origin). As to his 
* experience in the matter of stating facts,” it is customary, and consid- 
ered fair and honest to prove whatever is so stated by riGurEs (not 
figures. of speech, but of arithmetic.) 

“ Charleston ” doubts the wisdom of the bold assertion, that “ New 
York Publishers” witt pull the wool over their customers’ eyes, when 
they find a subject; “‘ that there are some dealers in old clothes up Chat- 
ham street,” who have the name of wooL.ine, he does not doubt, but is 
unwilling to believe it of any respectable publisher, unless the term be 
applied to some unfortunate tradesman, whose urgent wants induce him 
to make calls on those, who, he is pleased to think, are willing to re- 
spond, perhaps, to a five or ten-day overdraft. 

“ Charleston ” is not easily ‘* cozened,” and is not susceptible to vER- 
BAL “ tickling.” Having arrived at years of discretion, he is fortunately 
well informed enougl: in the ways of the world (outside, as well as 1x the 
book trade), to be able to detect “ selfishness,” and, what appears to him 
much worse, “ oLIQUEISM,” among the gentlemen of the New York trade

Witerary Intelligence. 


Internationat Coryricut.—Lord Napier has in the course of preparation 
a carefully guarded international copyright treaty, which he designs sub- 
mitting to the consideration of our Government at an early day. ‘The treaty 
is to continue in force five years, but proposes the copyright to run ten years, 
though on this point his lordship would say seven, or even five years, if the 
Administration should object to a greater length of time. The subject of the 
international copyright is one which engaged much of the attention of the 
diplomatists of England and America, and without any practical result. The 
Amertean public now enjoy an unrestricted license of publishing, selling, buy- 
ing and reading any and ail foreign books they please. Any change of exist- 
ing laws would be to abridge this license, which is repugnant to the American 
notions of liberty. The peopie would be yielding a positive advantage, which 
is perceptible to all, for a possible equivalent which but the few appreciate 
or understand. Under these circumstances, I apprehend Lord Napier will 
find it difficult to pass an international copyright through the Senate, though 
the Executive Department of the Government should approve it, which will 
likely be the case. A notice of this contemplated negotiation has appeared 
in the newspaper press of the country, and without exception, so far as I have 
noticed, the movement has been approved as just and equitable to authors. 
The new treaty will propose that oubiiher of either country, republishing 
the works of authors of the other, shall secure to said authors a small pittance, 
say three or five cents per copy on each and every copy sold. This, it would 
seem to be, is simple justice ; yet our trade have the privilege now of repro- 
ducing all English works, and it is exceedingly doubtful if they will agree to 
have that privilege abridged, or a tax levied upon it which does not already 
exist, and that, too, for the benefit of the foreign author.—Cor. Richmond 
Enquirer ; 

International Coprricnt.—We are glad to be informed that there is some 
prospect of an Juternational Copyright arrangement between the United 
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States and Great Britain. As our readers know, we have steadily opposed 
the scheme advocated by British publishers, and seconded by a few Utopian 
American authors, viz.: a mutual extension of full copyright privileges, 
without limitation of any sort, to the authors of both countries. We have 
opposed this because it would sacrifice to British interests, and especially to 
the interests of British publishers, the important and multiplied interests of 
our printers, paper-makers, type-founders, book-binders, stereotypers, c&e., 
&e., without any equivalent in return. 

At last, however, as it appears, more practical views are beginning to be 
entertained on both sides of the water in reference to this subject. Mr. 
Goodrich may claim the credit of having suggested, in his late work—Recol- 
lections of a Lifetime—a scheme which has met the approval of the leading 
publishers in New York, who have appointed a Committee for the purpose 
of giving effect to its provisions. Mr. Goodrich’s proposition, substantially 
adopted by the leading publishers of this City, is as follows: 


1. An author, being a citizen of Great Britain, shall have copyright in the United States 
for a period not exceeding fourteen years, on the following conditions : 

2. He shall give due notice in the United States of his intention to secure his copyright 
in this country three months before the publication of his book, and this shall be issued in 
the United States, within thirty days after its publication in Great Britain. 

3. His work shall be published by an American citizen, who shall lodge a certificate in 
the office of the Clerk of the Court of the District where he resides, stating in whose be- 
half the copyright is taken, and this shall be printed on the back of the title-page. 

4. The work shall be printed on American paper, and the binding shall be wholly ex- 
ecuted in the United States. 

5. This privilege shall be extended only to books, and not to periodicals. 

6. The arrangement thus made in behalf of the British authors in America to be ex- 
tended to American authors in Great Britain and upon similar conditions, 


Without meaning to say that this schedule, in all respects, meets our 
views, we may remark that, in the main, it conforms to what we have al- 
ways advocated. It gives substantial protection and remuneration to 
authors, British and American, and that, too, with due regard to the indus- 
trial interests of this country involved in the question. It will satisfy, or 
at least appease, that claim of justice on the part of authors which has been 
the chief argument in favor of International Copyright, and it will do this 
in a manner to stimulate authorship, without materially increasing the cost 
of books, even those of foreign origin. 

In connection with this question of International Copyright, Mr. Good- 
rich has given us some exceedingly curious and interesting statistics on the 
subject of the book-trade, showing its growth from 1820 to 1856. These 
have a very important bearing, as it appears from them that the element of 
British authorship in American publications is not over twenty per cent., 
and is constantly diminishing. Hence he infers that the time cannot be very 
remote when the tables may be turned upon us, and the republication of 
American books in Great Britain may be even greater than the republication 
of British books in this country. 

Whether this is a matter to be adjusted by treaty or legislation, we do not 
now attempt to discuss. We only notice the subject to suggest that, if the 
parties interested will limit their views to some such practical scheme as is 
indicated above, we may have International Copyright with Great Britain. 
If, however, not satisfied with this, either British ‘authors or publishers insist 
upon more, they will get nothing —New York Times. 


Miss Eliza Leslie, who died in Gloucester, N. J., on Friday, was 69 years 
old. Her father was of Scottish and her mother of Swedish descent. She 
was born in Philadelphia; her brother, the distinguished painter, in Eng- 
land. Her first essay at authorship was a little volume, entitled “Seventy- 
five Receipts,” for household use. But she first won a literary name by the 
sketch called “Mrs. Washington Potts,” which appeared in 1832. This was 
followed the next year by a collection of humorous stories under the title of 
“Pencil Sketches.” Other works subsequently added tg her reputation. 
But it is as a writer of books on cookery and housekeeping that Miss Leslie 
is most widely known. It is impossible to say how much our homes have 
been improved and our household comforts increased by her efforts in that 
department. In her conversation Miss Leslie is said to have been spirited 
and entertaining, exhibiting that variety of talent which belonged in an un- 
usual degree to her family. Miss Leslie’s father was a man of much ingenuity, 
a devoted student of mathematics and natural philosophy, and a familiar 
friend of Franklin, Rittenhouse, Jefferson and others of the great men of 
Philadelphia society.— Boston Post.
